1 .2 Art 33(2) PCT (Novelty) 

The subject-matter of claims 1-10 of the present application meets the requirements of 
Article 33(2) PCT. 

The cited document does not disclose the medical use of beta-lactams. 

1 .3 Art 33(3) PCT (Inventive step) 

The subject-matter of claims 1-10 of the present application does not meet the 
requirements of Article 33(3) PCT. 

The entire application does not disclose a single example of successful use of one 
compound falling under the general formula in the treatment of inflammatory bowel 
disease. Since it is unlikely that every single compound falling under the general formula 
will be able to do so, the technical problem of finding new compounds for the treatment of 
inflammatory bowel disease is not solved over the entire scope of the claimed range. 
Under these conditions no inventive step can be acknowledged. 

2. Section VIII 

The lack of examples deprives the skilled person trying to reproduce the claimed invention 
of any guidance, so that he cannot reasonably expect to succeed by simply randomly 
choosing one possibility within the Markush formula. Lack of disclosure (Art 5 PCT) results. 
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
